From humble beginning came 4-H. Like the tree that shades the farm 
house, it grew slowly and soundly, throwing out its branches, taking its 
chorocter from the fertile soil in which it was so deeply rooted. 

In Georgia, 4-H Club work started in 1905 with 151 Newton County boys 
growing an acre of corn each under the supervision of Mr. G. C. Adams, 
county school superintendent. Girls joined the program in 1911 by or- 
ganizing tomato growing and canning clubs. 

In 1914, with the passage of the Smith-Lever Act, 4-H became an integral 
part of the Land Grant Colleges, and has since been conducted by the 
Agricultural Extension Service of the College of Agriculture, University 
of Georgia, with county and home demonstration agents in charge of 
the work in the counties. 

Today, there are 126,927 Four-H boys and girls in Georgia. They work 
on more than 100 farming and homemaking projects—projects in which 
they “learn by doing,” keep records, and give educational demonstra- 
tions to pass on to others what they hove learned.

Out of the Mists 


This is the birthday of Robert Edward 


The fifth child and third son of Henry 
(Light-Horse Harry) Lee and Anne Hill 
(Carter) Lee was born Jan. 19, 1807, at 
Stratford, Westmoreland County, Va. 


His name has lived so long with us, 
especially with us in the South, that it 
seems hardly possible it was 147 years 
ago that he was born; that 84 years have 
passed since he returned through cold 
and rain to his home from a meeting of 
the board of Washington College and went 
to bed ill. Finally, he closed the great 
eyes which had looked upon so much joy 
and sorrow and slowly passed to eternity, 
as the great heart which had suffered so 
much and borne injustice and defeat as it 
had joy and victory, slowly died away, 
like an old grandfather’s clock ceasing to 
tick-tock away the hours. 


What we did here in the South, when 
the dream ended, was to make him the 
symbol of all that was good in our hopes 
and ambitions. To the enemies, who had 
overturned the Lincoln policy of welcome 
and aid for one of vindictive accusation 
and punishment, we held up the shining 
character of Robert E. Lee. He @as our

Robert E. Lee never once taught sec- 
tionalism in the years given him after that 
dreadful moment of decision at Appomat- 
‘tox when he handed over his sword, 
looked at his troops, struck his hands to- 
gether, and turned away. He knew that 
from that moment the issue of secession 
was dead. So he urged always that “his 
boys” be good Americans. 


There is a lesson in every great life 
. -. but in some there are many. 


It is so with Lee. He did not revile 
fate, though he must have felt like it. He 
fought as best he could, and with all he 
had. He gave to life every gift which was 
his. He did not believe in slavery. He did 
not wish to see the Union broken. But he 
followed his state. And when the issue 
of state sovereignty was settled in favor 
of union, he accepted that and began to 
make and teach for “a better America.” 


Today—as the shadowy figure of Lee 
and Traveler ride out of the mists of time 
and history and stand before us again, 
surely we must all see that for all of us 
the only answer for the future, in this 
time of testing, is to do all we can to 
make of this country a strong and more 
perfect one so that the promise of it may 
be what a destiny has made possible. 


“Now he rides Traveler back into the 
mist.” 

And he leaves for all of us the phrase, 
“Learn to be good Americans.”

China’s Fall to Reds 
Was Due to Hunger 


D. W. Brooks, Atlanta’s able and en- 
e*getic head of the Cotton Producers 
Aasn. and member of President Eisen- 
hower’s interim committee on agricul- 
ture, is not too disturbed about the prob- 
lem of farm surpluses. He would be much 
more concerned about a problem of scar- 
cities. 

Addressing the Atlanta Rotary Club at 
its meeting Monday, Mr. Brooks said there 
admittedly had been mistakes in our farm 
program. Despite them, 15 per cent of 
our people now are producing food and 
clothing in abundance and hunger has 
been banished in this country. 

This has been accomplished in a world 
in which the majority of people are hun- 
gry, their major concern being to secure 
the necessary food to live. In some coun- 
tries, particularly in Asia, 75 per cent of 
the people are hungry from birth to an 
early death. 

“China fell to the Communists for one 
reason only,” he pointed out. “That was 
the promise of food. Communism’s big 
appeal to the masses of Asia, Africa and 
Europe stems from the same reason.” 

Where the free enterprise system has 
failed to provide the food and clothing 
necessary, the Communist problem is 
acute. The American brand of competi- 
tive capitalism can and must be taught 
these countries, whose people, as in the 
case of China, are willing to exchange 
freedom for food. 

Our dynamic and adaptable capitalism 
has indeed produced an .abundance of 
farm crops as well as industrial prod- 
ucts. And despite charges of socialism, 
farm production has kept pace with in- 
dustrial production to contribute to a 
steadily rising living standard for all. 
That, it seems to us, is the real test of 
success of national agricultural policies. 

We are still producing in abundance 
and we still have our freedom. The job 
is to encourage, not restrict, production 
as is the case in those capitalistic coun- 
tries where cartels have maintained a 
rigid economy that. destroys competition 


_ and free enterprise.

Successive- 
ly, with proper spacing, we will 
get his recommendations for an in- 
crease in the statutory minimum 
wage, now 75 cents an hour, and 
inclusion of workers not now cov- 
ered; an increase in unemployment 
compensation benefits and longer 
duration of payments, which are 
matters of state administration; 
federal aid for school construc- 
tion; tax law changes to benefit 
families of small and medium in- 
come.

age are more likely than any one | 


else to swallow objects acciden- 
tally. This is understandable be- 
cause these tots are close to the 
ground and love to explore their 
environment. 

Older folk are next on the list, 
especially those with false teeth. 
They specialize in swallowing 
bones because their dentures 


have no feeling. These people 
are unaware that the piece of 
chicken or fish harbors a bone 
until it goes down the hatch. 


Between these two age groups | 
are the adults who make mis- | 


takes and occasionally swallow a 
toothpick, safety pin, tack, or 
nail. 

In a study of this problem in 
California, Doctors Bernard H. 
Feder and Garth G. Myers found 
that 195 patients sought help 
along: this line over a period of 
three and a half years. 

One in the series was a 26- 
year-old woman who swallowed 
three open safety pins. During

Endless Variety 


The sharp mountain cold seeped in under the doors and 
around the windows of the cabin and outside. Holly Creek, swol- 
len by flood waters and melted snows, played a chilly nocturne 
on rocks and mossy old logs. The moonlight was white in the 
rooms and I could make out the children, my three and two 
friends, curled up like puppies under the blankets on the Army 


of them Stirred and coughed and I argued with myself 
for a while before I got up, stiff in my bluejeans and old checked 
shirt, to put another chunk of oak in the heater. In the moon- 
light the room looked cluttered and smelled faintly of kerosene 
and candlewax and smoke. I knew it was dirty and in the little 
kitchen a few dishes left over when the water in the old black 
kettle ran out, were slowly turning gray under a film of grease. 


Why, I asked myself as I crawled back under the cover and 
tried to find the spot where I had been warm, or nearly so, before, 
why woukd a woman leave plumbing and a furnace and electric 
lights and a telephone and close neighbors to spend a weekend in 
@ place like this? 


It was rugged and no denying. Last week’s 24-hour rains in 
the mountains had turned our mild little creek into a raging 
torrent. Fording it in the car was impossible and the jiggly foot 
log we thought was so cute last fall was icy and impossible to 
navigate at night. We had to pack our food and bedding up the 
road and across a two-log bridge a wiser neighbor had the fore- 
sight to install. A friend had preceded us and built fires but still 

. . I wondered what form of insanity strikes a native of the 
flat coastal country when in her old age she sees the mountains? 


Then the sun came out and we brewed up bitter tea and made 
pancakes and fished the grapefruit out of the washpan where it 
was encased in a jacket of ice. We bundled up and went for 
walks to see what the flood waters had done to the little water- 
falls and quiet pools that we bave come to love. Now and then 
we caught a glimpse of a lavender mountain peak or paused 
im a sunny hollow to rest beside a rock where the water left foam 
like meringue on a lemon pie. 


Just before sunset we drove up on Fort Mountajn for a final 
glimpse of.the world from the lovely, violet Cohutta range and 
as we rounded a curve there stretched out before us a shimmering 
silver forest. The rain and then the fog of the night before had 
settled on spruce and pine and the great bare branches of poplar 
and oak and aspen and frozen there. I parked the car and the 
children, shivering and whooping with delight, ran along a slope 
yelling and skittering stones at trees to send down showers of 
white frosting. 

The variety, the endless enchanting variety of the mountains, 
fis what gets me. What can plumbing and furnace heat offer to 
compare to a new picture at every turn in the mountains? I sat 
there toasting my feet by the car heater and watching the pink- 
ish light of the setting sun move lovingly over the white-plumed 
branches of a gnarled old tree. Civilization—a car heater, for in- 
stance—is nice but it’s not enough by itself. There’s a kind of 
peace, a quietude of spirit, that’s available—to me anyhow—only 
by trading city conveniences for a remote little mountain cabin 
and whatever slight discomforts come with it.

Georgia leads the Southeast in the monetary value of its 

contributions to the nation’s military needs since the beginning 
Korean war. 

. ‘The value of all goods and services purchased in Georgia 

the U.S. government for military purposes from mid-1950 through 

last September skyrocketed to a total of $1,316,785,000, the largest 

in the seven-state region and 17th largest in the nation. 

The Air Force proved the big buyer, with purchases amount- 
ing to $798,077,000. Information as to what proportion of this fig- 
ure was spent at the Lockheed Aircraft plant in Marietta was 
not immediately available, but it was undoubtedly considerable.

000 


“The goods and services bought in Georgia constituted about 
1.3 per cent of the $98,187.704,000 worth purchased in all states. 
Georgia hit the ‘‘billion dollar class” in government buying last 

er. 
re aaa was the only other state in the entire South in which 
government purchases exceeded ‘hose in Georgia. 

Construction firms here have benefitted from government 
contracts to the extent of more than $100,000,000 between July of 
1951 and last September, according to an analysis of the figures 
released for publication today by the Atlanta field office of the 
U.S. Department of Commerce, This amount, it reported, was 
the 10th largest in the U.S. 

Nearly 70 per cent of the total purchases since the Korean 
conflict started were made in the East, North, Central and Pa- 
cific regions and in New York, New Jersey and Pennslyvania. 

Only 4.4 per cent of the total U.S. purchases were made in 
the Southeastern states of Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Tennessee and the Carolinas. 

The purchases include those on a so-called classified basis, 
as well as those on an advertised and negotiated unclassified 
basis.
